Wright, tired, retired for a nap. 
He was awakened by a "noise” 
from the piano . . .

GAP IN LINE 

Defense Lines Slow 
Japanese Advance 

SHANGHAI. Chinese rein¬ 

forcements moved forward by the 
thousands under heavy ahellfirc 
today to plug a widening gap in 
southern defense.s of China’s life¬ 
line corridor. 

The long-awaited major engage¬ 
ments on the T.sinpu battlefront 
north of Nanking apparently was 
beginning. 

An estimated half million Chi¬ 
nese and Japanese troops have 
been ma-ssed for the struggle over 
the corridor, where GeneraIi.ssimo 
Chiang Kai-.Shek has urged its 
warrior.s to yield not a single inch. 

Domei (Japanese news agency) 
correspondents with the Japanese 
column moving north from Nan¬ 
king reported it had occupied 
Pengpu, southern keystone of Chi¬ 
nese positions along the Tientsln- 
Pukow railway. 

Before the new advance, Japa¬ 
nese had captured the towns of 
Linhawaikwan and .Mingkwang on 
the northward march. Japanese 
pushing south through southern 
Shantung province toward Suchow 
apparently were being held back. 

Chinese were said to have blown 
up a bridge across the Hwai south 
of Pengpu and dug in on the river 
bank for determined resistance. 
They had kept the .southern de¬ 
fenses of the corridor intact for a 
month.

Daring robbery of the 302 cafe 
.shortly after midnight yesterday 
morning may have been a three- 
man job, it developed today as 
police pressed an investigation of 
Santa Ana’s first holdup of 1938, 
in which $70 was taken at the 
point of a gun from a startled 
bartender. 

Two other suspects had entered 
the case today when Jack Barnett, 
afternoon bartender at the cafe, 
described a pair of “suspicious 
characters" who had been in the 
cocktail room the afternoon be¬ 
fore the robbery occurred. 

The men a small, dark Amer¬ 
ican and a small, young negro -- 
appeared to be inspecting the 
place "too carefully,” Barnett told 
police last night.

{WINDSOR MAY 
GET GERMAN 
THRONE 

WASHINGTON.—One report 
about the Duke of Windsor which 
persists in diplomatic circles is 
that the Nazi government contem¬ 
plates making use of his now idle 
regal talent by offering him an im¬ 
portant job- po.ssibly the em¬ 
perorship of Germany. 

The truth of this cannot possi¬ 
bly be checked, but there are some 
extremely interesting facts behind 
it which make the report worth 
tucking away as a future po.ssibil- 
ity. 

One fact is that the military 
clique now ruling Germany has 
been looking around for a figure¬ 
head to put at the helm of the 
empire. 

Hitler, while still an effective 
rabble-rouser, is now pretty well 
out of the picture as far as any 
administrative work is concerned. 
Even the original founders of the 
Nazi party, with the exception of 
Goering and possibly Goebbels, are 
now impotent. Clear indication of 
this came the other day when the 
army suppressed the newspaper of 
Julius Streicher. It did not mat¬ 
ter that Streicher was one of Hit¬ 
ler’s clo.se3t friends and the No. 3 
man in the .jUazi p: -ty. ’’he army 
wanted his paper suppressed and 
it was suppressed.

BERLIN. (TP’ — Marshal Wer¬ 
ner Von .^cmh :»‘g i-s'listcr f»f 
war, handed hi.s resignation to 
Relchfuehrer Hitler before going 
to Capri on his honeymoon, a 
highly reliable informant dis¬ 
closed today. 

There had been indications the 
officers’ corps of the army was 
not pleased by marriage of the 59- 
year-old marshal to Erika Grohn 
on Jan. 12, and this was followed 
by the reports he would relinquish 
his post. 

An official announcement will 
not be made before the end of the 
week, and may be delayed longer. 

It will be coupled, a most au¬ 
thoritative informant indicated, 
with publication of a scheme for 
conduct of military affairs in the 
future. 

Von Blomberg retains the title 
of field marshal, there being no 
retirement for that rank. Field 
marshals remain active for life. 

Col. On. Werner Von Fritsch, 
commander-in-chief of the reichs- 
wehr, who was said to have acted 
as spokesman for the army in 
-suggesting the field marshal’s res¬ 
ignation. has gone on leave and 
cancelled an invitation to an of¬ 
ficial dinner at his home this 
week. 

His discharge as chief of the 
army will follow soon, military 
circles predict. They contended 
he never was wholeheartedly be¬ 
hind the Hitler regime and it 
seemed apparent he was out of the 
running for war minister.

for the elderly woman’s death. 
Mrs. McLellan was not walking in 
a pedestrian zone when she was 
struck and fatally injured, the 
jury found.

RICHMOND. (^—Employes of 
the Richmond-San Rafael Ferry 
company went on strike at 6 a. m. 
today and charged the company 
had refused to sign a new agree¬ 
ment with three unions. 

Pickets paraded in the rain a 
mile from the ferry slip and also 
sought to stop large trucks at 
Point Richmond.

ROTH LEADS 
CONFEREHCE 
ON BUSINESS 

FDR Says Conference 
To Aid Administration I 

WASHINGTON. (A’l —Fred Roth, 
Cleveland wholesale shoe dealer 
and chairman of President Roose¬ 
velt's conference of small business 
men, suggested today the creation 
of a permanent advisory commit¬ 
tee to represent little business in 
the same manner the business ad¬ 
visory council represents large in¬ 
terests. 

Roth, chosen permanent chair¬ 
man of the conference in a hectic 
session, marked by applause, yells 
and roars of approval and disap¬ 
proval, made the suggestion in a 
brief talk outlining some of the 
purposes of the meeting. 

BREAK PROGRAM 

Soon after Roth finished his re¬ 
marks, noisy protests against 
speech-making forced the con¬ 
ference to break up into 10 discus¬ 
sion groups within an hour after 
they met. This disarranged the 
conference program which would 
have delayed meeting of the small¬ 
er discussions groups until after¬ 
noon 

Roth spoke after the conference 
had received word from President 
Roosevelt that he expected "the 
suggestions resulting from your 
conference will be very helpful to 
me.” 

"I am hopeful,” Roth said, “that 
out of this meeting some perma¬ 
nent organization can be formed 
similar to that of big business, 
which might act in an advisory ca¬ 
pacity to the department of com¬ 
merce.” 

SAME TROVBI^ES 
Roth also moved to identify the 
interests of all business both big 
and small, saying “the troubles 
which afflict small business today 
are not different in substance from 
those of big business.” 

The President’s welcome to the 
hundreds of merchants, small man¬ 
ufacturers, and other businessmen 
was presented by Secretary of 
Commerce Roper in a speech de¬ 
livered at the first session. 

Preceding the conference, many 
of the “little fellows” in business 
voiced protests against what they 
termed unfair trade practices of 
some large concerns. 

DEMAND ACTION 

Representatives of retail mer¬ 
chants from all parts of the coun¬ 
try went to the session expressing 
determination to demand action 
against various types of chain 
store organizations. 

Some said they were Interested 
in getting taxes Imposed on chain 
corporations. Others sought con¬ 
ference approval of varied types 
of restrictions on their big com¬ 
petitors. 

Many said they believed these 
demands might figure in President 
Roosevelt’s efforts to end monop¬ 
olies and business “abuses.”

fy little courtroom. He bared 
many secrets of his life as a stu¬ 
dent at the University of Wiscon¬ 
sin, as an artillery sergeant with 
the United States forces in the 
World war, as a bond trader in 
Chicago “with 28 telephones on 
my desk,” as a druggist in St. 
Petersburg, Fla., and as an air¬ 
plane salesman 

As to his married life, he ad¬ 
mitted he told friends he suspected 
his wife of unfaithfulness, but he 
insisted that at no time did he 
have any reason to take her life, 
nor did he ever plan to do so. 
Kimmel was always the perfect 
gentleman. Nov. 8, 1937, was the 
first time, he said, that, to his 
knowiedge, Mrs. Wright and Kim¬ 
mel were together alone. That 
was the date they were killed. 
WRIGHT SOBS 

Wright's composure failed him 
several times as he answered ques¬ 
tions of his own attorney. He 
sobbed convulsively, wiped tears 
from his eyes. His voice became 
husky. 

As the prosecution began ham¬ 
mering away at him, trying to 
break down his version of the 
shootings, he sat erect in the wit¬ 
ness chair. With alarcity becom¬ 
ing the president of a $2,000,000 
airport, he was cautious, precise 
in his replies. His emotions were 
fully under control. 

“Were you jealous of your 
wife?” Prosecutor Roll asked 
him. Wright qualified his reply in 
several sentences. 

, “Well, you were suspicious of 
her, weren’t you?” Roll demanded. 

“Suspicious? In what respect?” 

“Why, in connection with things 
that would cause jealousy,” Roll 
answered. 

EXPLAINS JEALOUSY 

“Mr. Roll, as I understand jeal¬ 
ousy by a man, it is a sort of pro¬ 
tective element. It is an impulse 
a man has to protect his wife 
against influences and persons out¬ 
side his family life.” 

Roll tried to pin Wright down 
about alleged discrepancies in the 
statement he made to Glendale 
police after the shootings. He 
wanted Wright to estimate dis¬ 
tances in feet as related to various 
doors and pieces of furniture in 
his iiving room. The state con¬ 
tends Wright crept up on his wife 
and Kimmel and shot them from 
close range. It claims exploded 
shells from Wright's pistol were 
found in the piano strings. 

Roll got nowhere in his efforts. 

Wright ended that phase of the 
questioning with this statement: 

“Mr. Roll, I can’t recall all those 
details. When I came in there to 
that scene my world toppled ateut 
my shoulders.” 

After the cross-examination Is 
completed the defense will offer 
four more witnesses, then rest its 
case.

LEAGUE ASKS 
ASSISTANCE

GENEVA. I/Pt —The council of 
the League of Nations closed its 
lOOlh session today after adopting 
a re.solution asking League powers 
to aid China. 

Two natlon.s, Poland and Peru, 
abstained from the voting. 

Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, the 
Chinese delegate, warned the vio¬ 
lence in the Orient jeopardized the 
peace of Europe. Appealing for 
aid, he insisted it was the League's 
duty and "opportunity” to discour¬ 
age Japanese aggression in China. 

In an impassioned speech. Dr. 
Koo declared maltreatment of 
Americans and Europeans by Jap¬ 
anese soldiers in China had been 
an intentional step in a Japanese 
plan to drive Occidentals out of 
the Orient. 

“Japanese soldiers,” he said, 
“appear to take special pride in 
insulting a white man.” 

Dr. Koo declared the resolution 
was inadequate and re.serv'cd the 
right for China to ask the League 
later “to adopt positive measures.” 

China’s hopes for material aid 
dwindled, however, with tension 
growing in Europe over the prob¬ 
lem of confining the Spanish civil 
war to Spain.

FRANCE URGED 
TO LAY SHIPS 

PARIS. (JP )—A proposal for 
France to lay down six 35,000-ton 
battleships within the next three 
years will be presented to the cab¬ 
inet tomorrow by Naval Minister 
William Bertrand, a member of his 
staff said today. 

The minister will ask the cabi¬ 
net to approve a request to parlia¬ 
ment to vote a billion francs 
(about $33,330,000) immedaitely, 
and a billion francs each year for 
six years, earmarked for construc¬ 
tion of battleships outside the 
usual navy appropriations. 

The staff informant said Ber¬ 
trand had conferred with Premier 
Camille Chauternps regarding his 
plans.

NEW PIRACY 
PATROL URGED 


LONDON. (/PI —Britain today 
called for rigid enforcement of 
the three - power Mediterranean 
warship patrol to put down what 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
called a “revival of piracy” aris¬ 
ing from Spain’s civil war. 

Eden called on France and Italy, 
sharing with Britain the patrol 
set up by the Nyon accord of 
last fall, to join in direct action 
against the recurring submarine 
menace, but the house of com¬ 
mons discussed Spanish govern¬ 
ment charges that Italy herself 
was responsible for the latest sink¬ 
ing. 

Eden told the house Britain al¬ 
ready had acted to strengthen the 
patrol—spurred by the sinking of 
the Briti.sh freighter Edymion by 
an unidentified submarine off 
Cartagena, Spain, Sunday with the 
loss of 10 lives. 


MOVIES HIGH 
SALARIES HIT 


NEW YORK. (iPl—The state su¬ 
preme court has been asked to re¬ 
strain Loew’s, Inc., holding com¬ 
pany for motion picture procluc- 
tion firms, from entering into “per¬ 
sonal service contracts” with 14 
of its executives, in a suit filed by 
Bernard Epstein, a stockholder. 

In his complaint Epstein listed 
annual compensation of the 14, in¬ 
cluding both salaries and bonuses. 
Some of the highest paid were 
Louis B. Mayer, executive in 
charge of production, $956,000; 
Nicholas M. Schenc, president and 
director, $430,000; Mervin Leroy, 
producer, $380,000; ,Hunt Strom- 
berg, supervisor, $380,000; Sam 
Katz, executive, $324,000, and Ar¬ 
thur Loew, director, $332,000. 


OIL MEN TO 
FACE SECOND 
COURT TRIAL 

WASHINGTON. (^—Attorney 
General Cummings said today the 
justice department planned to try 
24 major oil companies and 46 in¬ 
dividuals at Madison, Wis., next 
fall on further charges of anti¬ 
trust law violations. 

At his press conference, Cum¬ 
mings said the trial would involve 
an Indictment returned at Madison 
in December, 1936, which named 
many of the oil companies recent¬ 
ly found guilty of fixing gasoline 
prices in the midwest. 

The attorney general said the 
trial would take place if the gov¬ 
ernment was able to begin “in a 
reasonable time.” 

Other justice department offi¬ 
cials said government attorneys 
considered the untried indictment 
presented “even a stronger case” 
than the indictment tried this 
winter. 

The same attorneys who repre¬ 
sented the government in the pre¬ 
vious case, Cummings said, will 
prosecute the defendants named 
in the second indictment. 

The pending indictment charges 
the corporate and individual de¬ 
fendants with conspiring to fix 
uniform margins of profit for job¬ 
bers in 10 midwestern states. All 
the companies found guilty last 
month are named in the pending 
Indictment.

WASHINGTON. (A>) — Admiral 
William A. Leahy, chief of naval 
operations, told congress today the 
navy “has no plans” for combin¬ 
ing with any other nations “in a 
possible war.” 

The navy's top-ranking officer 
made this statement to the house 
naval committee during the third 
day of hearings on a proposed 
$ 800 , 000,000 naval expansion pro¬ 
gram. 

His flat denial of the existence 
of any such alliance came after 
Chairman Vinson (D., Ga.), called 
attention to demands made in the 
senate yesterday for clarification 
of the administration’s foreign 
policy. 

Senator Borah (R., Ida.), was 
one of those who told his col¬ 
leagues the impression had been 
given there was a “tacit alliance” 
between the United States and 
Great Britain to build up their 
navies, 

“This (building) program is 
justified by a need to provide 
naval strength in the same pro¬ 
portion that was provided in the 
Washington and London naval 
treaties—the 5-5-3 ratio,” Leahy 
said. 

In response to a direct question 
by Representative Maas (R., 
Minn.), Leahy said: 

“The navy department has no 
plans for combining with any na¬ 
tion in a possible war.” 

Question by Vin.son concerning 
statements that the propo.sed in- 
crease represented a radical 
change in American policy of 
seeking reduction in international 
naval armaments, Leahy replied 
that “exactly the opposite is 
true,” 


MRS. F. R. RIDES 
IN HORSE HERE 

WASHINGTON. (/Pi .Mrs. 
Franklin Roo.sevelt took her horse¬ 
manship into a public ring last 
night for the first time, riding in 
a benefit exhibition at Fort Myer. 

The President watched her from 
a ringside seat as she put Badger, 
one of her two horses, through 
commands of “walk, please,” 
“trot, please” and “gallop, please.” 

Although one of 10 contestants 
who survived the first elimination, 
the first lady, by pre-arrangement, 
was not considered for one of the 
four prizes. She received, how¬ 
ever, a sheaf of red roses and a 
smile from her husband. 

The exhibition, which continues 
tonight, is a part of the capital's 
celebration of the Pre.sident’.s 
birthday anniversary. Proceeds 
will go to the new national foun¬ 
dation for Infantile paralysis.

WASHINGTON. (rP) —The Jus¬ 
tice department has objected to a 
proposal by Senator Nye (R., 
N. D.) to establish United States 
ownership of petroleum deposits 
beneath submerged coastal lands. 

Attorney General Cummings 
wrote the house judiciary commit¬ 
tee a senate-approved resolution 
Inferring the United States owned 
the land, when in reality this was 
questionable. 

Instead of the resolution as sug¬ 
gested by Nye, the attorney gen¬ 
eral proposed the justice depart¬ 
ment merely be authorized to “se¬ 
cure judicial determination as to 
whether title to the land in ques¬ 
tion is in the United States.”

Before long most of this moun¬ 
tain colony was cured—by the 
simple method of seeing the prob¬ 
lem from the other persons’ point 
of view, though that point of view 
was voodoo. 

And that Is exactly what every¬ 
one of us can do almost every 
day of our lives. See It through 
the other person’s eyes.

BARBARA TOURS INDIA 

BOMBAY, India. (A’l — The 
Count and Countess Haughwitz- 
Reventlow, the former Barbara 
Hutton Woolworth heiress who re¬ 
cently renounced her United 
States citizenship, and her hus¬ 
band are touring India. 


Now it’s Representative Crosby 
of Pennsylvania who is blasting 
Dr. Francis E. Townsend, because 
the Townsend leader will not be a 
party to betraying the several mil¬ 
lion Townsend club members of 
the nation by lending his influence 
to a mere amending of the Old 
Age Security act, instead of con¬ 
tinuing the drive to enact the 
Townsend plan into law. The ac¬ 
cusation was made in a press dis¬ 
patch Monday that Doctor Town¬ 
send “is trying to block passage 
of a $60 to $75-a-month pension.” 

The dispatch goes on to say, 
“Dr. Townsend's militant denunci¬ 
ation of proposed amendments to 
a bill bearing his original indorse¬ 
ment is biocking the thing he most 
desires—an adequate old age pen¬ 
sion for those over 60 years of 
age.” 

I wonder if it has ever entered 
into the mind of Representative 
Crosby that the name "Townsend 
National Recovery Plan” by which 
the principles of the Townsend 
plan are described as to their pur¬ 
pose, might be significant. ’There 
is truth in the suggestion that Dr. 
Townsend wants adequate old age 
pensions for those over 60 but to 
say that "is the thing he most de¬ 
sires” is not all the truth. "The 
Townsend plan principles intend a 
national recovery that will rectify 
the basis of the economic ills with 
which the nation is afflicted. 

Rep. Crosby is trying with the 
aid of his colleagues to palm off 
something on the old folks entirely 
unlike the economic freedom and 
adequate spending power which 
the Townsend Founder and his or¬ 
ganization continue to covet for 
the old people. Does Mr. Crosby 
think that he can tell the Town- 
sendites and make them believe it, 
that $60 to $75-a-month pensions 
are adequate to bring about na¬ 
tional recovery which will insure 
jobs at right wages for the chil¬ 
dren and grand-children of the 
aged folk, whose confidence in Dr. 
Townsend he would destroy? 

There is little wonder that Dr. 
Townsend refuses to join a group 
which would run up the white flag 
of surrender to the enemies behind 
the scenes who have always fought 
the enactment into law of the 


Townsend plan principles. Mr. 
Crosby was entrusted by Dr. 
Townsend and his organization to 
introduce the “General 'Welfare 
Act of 1937,” the Townsend bill 
before the 75th congress. Now he 
advocates something entirely dif¬ 
ferent. 

I am predicting that this news 
release of Rep. Crosby and also 
those of Rep. Harry R. Sheppard 
of similar import released about 
Jan. 10, are merely in preparation 
of a plan to withdraw H. R. 4199 
from consideration of the congress 
and substitute instead of the Town¬ 
send bill, a new bill, which will be 
offered as an amendment to the 
present Old Age Security act.

Today the same Zemurray is 
president of far flung United Fruit 
company. 

His choice by United Fruit's di¬ 
rectors to succeed Francis R.

The Mobile experience led Ze¬ 
murray to New Orleans, where he 
contracted with United Fruit to 
buy its ripe cargoes. A few years 
later he and a partner bought their 
own steamship and began ship¬ 
ping bananas from Honduras. 

In 1910 Zemurray formed Cuya- 
mel Fruit company. Twenty years 
later United Fruit bought him out 
for 300.000 shares of its stock. 
Two years later he became Unit¬ 
ed’s managing director in charge 
of operations.

NEW YORK. (A>)—Based on the 
traditional relationship between 
smoke and fire, there's reason to 
believe that some of the National 
league baseball clubs, including the 
New York Giants, will engineer a 
player trade before long. 

Ever since Bill Terry came to 
town for the baseball writers’ din¬ 
ner, a few days ago, trade talk 
has been floating around so thickly 
the experts figure there must be 
something underneath it all. By 
sleuthing around hotel lobbies, 
watching the magnates and man¬ 
agers gather in huddle and sepa¬ 
rate again, and questioning all 
hands, enough facts have been un¬ 
earthed to give rise to the follow¬ 
ing reports: 

1. TTie Giants and Reds have a 
deal on the fire involving Gus 
Mancuso, holdout Giant catcher, 
and Ernie Lombardi, burly Cin¬ 
cinnati backstop. That seems to 
be fairly authentic, but there are 
several variations among the rea¬ 
sons why it hasn't been completed. 
One explanation is that Terry 
asked for a couple of young play¬ 
ers for "farm” purposes along with 
Mancuso. 

Another is that the final dick¬ 
ering concerned a trade with Man¬ 
cuso and Wally Berger, hard-hit¬ 
ting but slowfooted outfielder, for 
Lombardi, Dee Moore and Harry 
Craft, a rookie fly chaser, and that 
General Manager Warren Giles of 
the Reds balked because Terry dis¬ 
played too keen an interest in 
Craft. 

2. The Giants may send Berger 
to Brooklyn, possibly along with 
Mancuso, a pitcher, or both, in ex¬ 
change for Buddy Hassett, the 
Dodgers’ young first baseman. In 
this connection there was talk of a 
possible three-way deal among the 
Giants, Dodgers and Reds, with 
Brooklyn getting one of Cincin¬ 
nati’s young pitchers. 

3. The St. Louis Cardinals are 
angling for Gordon (Blimp) Phelps 
anti Lippy Durocher of Brooklyn; 
no offers mentioned. 

4. The Phillies may get into the 
trading with Dolph Camilli and 
Pitchers Claude Passeau and 
Bucky Walters as bait. President 
Gerry Nugent of the Phils denied 
he would "break up a ball club” 
by trading all three, but admitted 
one of them could be had at the 
right price. Camilli is said to have 
been offered to Brooklyn, and Pas¬ 
seau to the Chicago Cuba. 

5. The Giants offered the Cardi¬ 
nals Mancuso for either Stan Bor- 
dagaray, former Brooklyn out¬ 
fielder, and one other player, pos¬ 
sibly Herb Bremer, rookie catcher, 
and got a negative answer. 

The principal basis of all these 
reports comes from Terry’s state¬ 
ment that he was willing to trade 
Mancuso, Berger and Outfielder 
Hank Lelber, another holdout. The 
Giants’ manager further explained 
that Harry Banning was ready for 
the first-string catching job, and 
a club that had two first-stringers 
couldn’t give either enough work. 
That seems to spell a hard-hitting 
second-string man, otherwise Lom¬ 
bardi.

Ten 1936 "don’ts” for the family 
which is building a home, to save 
them from pitfalls which reduce 
the rating of the house with the 
mortgage, are issued by the So¬ 
ciety of« Residential Appraisers. 
The decalogue deals with common 
mistakes which account for many 
new houses being given a lower 
loan valuation than the builder 
feels to be justified, or for their 
being turned down by the conserv¬ 
ative lender of mortgage money. 

1. Don’t build too pretentious a 
house on a cheap lot or vice versa. 
The ratio of house to land value 
should tend toward not less than 
3 to 1 and not more than 7 to 8 
to 1, in order to qualify before the 
appraiser, and before the mort¬ 
gagee, who depends upon the ap¬ 
praiser’s conclusions. The society 
indicates that errors in one of 
these directions are common in 
boom periods of building and sub¬ 
division activity. 

2. Don’t put a squatty, low 
house on a low piece of ground, 
or a tall, thin house on the crest 
of a hill. In this connection it is 
suggested that where plans for the 
house have been drawn up by an 
architect for a site different from 
the one for wTiich they are now 
being used, extreme care should be 
taken that they fit the new loca¬ 
tion. The same warning applies to 
"canned" architectural plans—see 
that they suit the topography of 
the land. 

3. Don’t put a large house on a 
small lot, nor set the house close 
to the street when you have a 
deep lot. Among the joys of home 
ownership are plenty of air, open 
space, some ground for children 
and for the indulgence of the own¬ 
er's taste in landscaping and gar¬ 
dening. When the house takes up 
practically all of the lot, this great 
advantage of home ownership is 
lost at the outset. 

4. Don't build a garage detached 
from the house, and by all means 
provide an entrance to the at¬ 
tached garage from the inside of 
the house, if building regulations 
permit. Make the garage large 
enough to house two cars. 

5. Plan the interior first and 
then let the exterior fit the inside 
plan. Otherwise you may get a 
poorly laid out house, an uneco¬ 
nomic use of the space, with per¬ 
haps a small living room and an 
oversized dining room, which is at 
an inconvenient distance from the 
kitchen, too many bedrooms, with 
only one bathroom, and similar 
detractions from the desirability 
of the house for an average fam¬ 
ily. 

6. Don’t put cheap or out-of- 
date products and equipment in a 
house that is otherwise well built 
and modem. An example of this 
mistake is the placing of a bath¬ 
tub with the old-fashioned leg base 
In a modem house. It Is possible 
to save $100 on the plumbing and 
deprive yourself of $500 in value 
in the finished home. 

7. Don’t have non-matching ex¬ 
teriors and interiors, as to quality 
of materials. It costs far more to 
repair inconsistencies of this kind 
after they have been built into the 
house than to avoid them in the 
beginning.

Brotherhood 
Of Nations 
Urged 

Brilliant Woman Is 
!^ell Speaker on 
Latin America 

Challenging the youth of North 
America to wake up to the possi¬ 
bilities of close-knit brotherhood 
with Latin-America, Senora Elvira 
de Borja, wife of a former consui- 
general from Ecuador to Seattle 
and San Francisco, was guest 
speaker at last night’s monthly 
session of Junior Ebell. 

Brilliant-eyed, dark haired, and 
petite, she captivated her audience 
of more than 125 young matrons 
with a fascinating combination of 
intellectual superiority and charm¬ 
ing naivete, with the whole set 
off by the quirky accent that has 
not been dispelled by years of 
schooling in Switzerland, at the 
Sorbonne, at the University of 
Madrid, or by her residence of 
several years in the United States. 

Although obviously ardent prop¬ 
aganda, Senora Borja’s address 
was factual and practical enough 
to stimulate each of her hearers 
with the desire to learn more of 
our southern neighbors. She out¬ 
lined briefly the method of educa¬ 
tion and upbringing of the average 
Latin-Amerlcan girl as compared 
to that of the North American, 
and stressed the great desire of 
the former to have the advantages 
of training that we have here. 

She spoke, too, of the differ¬ 
ences of standards and mode of 
living, and of the similarities, 
however, that exist in their civ¬ 
ilizations and upper classes. Of 
their universities she was enthus¬ 
iastic, and of the secondary ^d 
primary schools in the Pacific 
coast countries she was high in 
praise, stating only that there 
were not enough of them as yet. 
As for pollUcal dlfflculUes, she 
dismissed them as not too signifi¬ 
cant upon the lives of the people 
that they would be overcome as 
modem progress came to each 
country. 

"There are 80,000.000 people in 
South America, along the coast,” 
ahe wound up, “with more than 
half of them eager to have your 
culture and your products brought 
to them. 

“They vvant American girls to 
teach them English, not the Ger¬ 
man girls they have there teach¬ 
ing the English now. They want 
to buy American refrigerators, 
radios, vacuum cleaners, clothes, 
and so on, instead of giving 60 
per cent of tlieir buslnes to Ger¬ 
mans, 10 per cent to Japanese, 
10 per cent to other European 
countries, and but 10 per cent to 
the United states. 

"If North American youth would 
but realize it, there is the pioneer¬ 
ing prospect of the old gold rush 
days in our South American coun¬ 
tries, and even more, for Latin- 
Amerlca does not have to be con¬ 
quered. It is yours for the ask¬ 
ing!” 

Senora Borja interpolated her 
stirring message with many hu¬ 
morous comparisons between the 
sexes and personalities of the two 
continents. She was accompanied 
from Lios Angeles, where she is 
now teaching at Cumnock school, 
by her daughter aaudla, who will 
appear with her on a program for 
Senior Ebell Feb. 28.

CHICAGO. (iPl —The National 
Association of the Food Store 
chains and Orange Growers of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Florida and Texas pushed 
plans for a nation-wide campaign 
to market an estimated 1938 or¬ 
ange surplus of more than 12,000 
cars.

Science Finds That Plain Tap Water 

Beats All for Softening Tough Beards 

By the AP Feature Service 

PITTSBURGH.—Though the 
daily shave is 2000 years old, sci¬ 
ence has just got ’round to deter- ‘ 
mining the best way to tackle it. 

Five years of research were nec¬ 
essary and then it turned out that 
the chief ingredient had been 
known to old Adam — it was 
water! 

Yes sir, says Elbridge J. Cassel- 
man, Mellon Institute scientist, 
who did the research, the secret of 
a good shave is water. Use lots of i 
it, hot, add a good toilet soap, then 
rub the stubble. Two minutes of 
rubbing are good, but five are bet¬ 
ter. 

Dry hair, Casselman reports. Is 
harder than lead, aluminum, or an¬ 
nealed copper, but water reduces 
the strength and hardness 60 per 
cent and the elasticity 90 per cent. 

Soap removes the water-proof oil 
and the grit that dulls razors. 

Gray or white hair is most water- 
resistant. 

Soap suds or lather contain more 
than 98 per cent water, Casselman 
says, and most brushless shaving 
creams are 65 to 75 per cent water. 

"Don’t be fooled by deep lather" 
he warns. “Shavers often think 
deep lather hastens the softening 
of the beard when in reality it’s 
the washing, water and soap that

Hitler and Roosevelt—Five Years 

Germany is observing the fifth anniversary of Hit¬ 
ler’s ascension to power. In another month the United 
States will note the fifth anniversary of Roosevelt’s as¬ 
cension. 

A comparison of results achieved by the two men 
would be unfair, but it is timely to draw a contrast be¬ 
tween the methods used by the two men—if only for the 
sake of reassuring some of our more jittery contempo¬ 
raries. 

Individual Roosevelt and Hitler results are too diffi¬ 
cult to measure, too befogged by German propaganda to 
be compared fairly, but the net results of both men can 
be measured by any school boy. 

All these things Hitler did and Roosevelt did not: 

Persecuted the Jews, attacked the church, abolished 
the free press, free assembly, free speech and free po¬ 
litical parties. 

He destroyed labor-ruled trade unions and Free Ma¬ 
sonry. 

As Milton Bronner writes, “He debased the courts 
to party ends; his prisons and concentration camps are 
filled with men whose chief crime was pacifism or social¬ 
ism or opposition to his policies.’’ 

Hitler’s blood purge shortly after he took office will 
be recorded in history as perhaps the most brutal dis¬ 
crimination in the history of mankind. 

His scrapping of the Treaty of Versailles, his rearma¬ 
ment in defiance of World war powers, his remilitarization 
of the Rhineland and his kindergarten-to-old-age propa¬ 
ganda scheme add tremendously to the debit side of Hit¬ 
ler’s ledger. 

Regardless of the many notable achievements of 
Roosevelt, there are no such debits to be written down 
to him for his first five years’ work. 

At worst, historians may say of him only that he at¬ 
tempted—and succeeded in the end—to liberalize a hide¬ 
bound supreme court to the needs of the country and that 
he broke conventions when they could be broken for profit. 

Free speech, free religion, free press and free assem¬ 
bly have gone on unmolested. 

Free politics still survives, although Roosevelt won 
without coercion a popularity greater than Hitler achieved 
through devious other means. 

Hitler rules, Roosevelt is just a head executive. All 
these differences there are, and many more, in two men 
who took control of their respective nations at a time 
when poverty, distrust, panic, unemployment and waste 
rode booted and spurred over their peoples.

Making Auto Accidents ‘Impossible’ 

People who are appalled by blood on the highways 
will be glad to hear that automobile accidents will be 
made “impossible” bj' an age of super-scientific devices 
25 to 50 years from now. 

Dr. Millar McClintock of Harvard is the authority 
for this opinion. 

Auto accidents will be made “impossible” by an age 
of super-scientific traffic safety devices from 25 to 50 
years in the future, in the opinion of Dr. Millar McClin¬ 
tock of Harvard university. 

Automobiles will automatically dry off wet pave¬ 
ments and accidents will be prevented by photo-electric 
cells, infra-red rays and short wave radio, he predicts. 

Dr. McClintock, who is director of the bureau of street 
traffic research at Harvard, prophesies steering “by un¬ 
seen hands (short wave radio)” to take cars automatically 
around curves. 

Infra-red lights in the rear of automobiles would 
contact photo-electric cells on the front of other cars 
and automatically reduce the speed of approaching autos 
to eliminate collisions. Dr. McClintock believes. 

In this era automatic radios in all cars would tell 
when another auto is approaching an intersection. High¬ 
way illumination would be controlled through photo¬ 
electric cells actuated by the auto to light up the section 
over which it was traveling. 

Regarding slippery pavements, he forecasts that some 
way soon will be found to give us, in effect, a battery of 
windshield wipers under the car. 

Such forecasts are heartening. But 25 to 50 years 
is a long time. A couple of hundred thousand more Amer¬ 
icans—including possibly the writer and a few readers of 
this editorial—may be killed or crippled in that time. 

Until the age of super-safety devices come in, let’s 
play safe and do all we can individually to keep from be¬ 
coming Orange county’s 12th traffic fatality for 1938.

Two interesting documents come 
to hand from the mimeograph of 
Carl Byoir and Associates, the 
New York publicity and propa¬ 
ganda firm. Both are issued on 
behalf of the Louisiana state board 
of commerce and industry. This 
body was established after the 
death of Huey Long and the touch¬ 
ing reconciliation between the 
political heirs of the Kingfish and 
the national administration which 
has come to be known as the Sec¬ 
ond Louisiana Purchase. 

The board of industry and com¬ 
merce has an appropriation of 
$100,000 of the taxpayers’ money 
for its operating expenses and for 
the purpose of advertising Louis¬ 
iana and allaying the fears of in¬ 
dustry, which, during the terror 
in Baton Rouge, learned to regard 
Louisiana as dangerous ground. 

But $100,000 minus the operat¬ 
ing expense of the board, obviously 
would not buy much national ad¬ 
vertising lineage, so it is not 
strange that Mr. Byoir’s firm is 
engaged to disseminate propa¬ 
ganda as news. Mr. Byoir is an 
able propagandist with experience 
in European and American affairs 
who has clippings to prove to a 
prospective client that a given 
amount of money invested in his 
services can produce more results 
in the guise of pure reading mat¬ 
ter than a like amount spent over 
the counter can buy as advertis¬ 
ing space.

GOVERNOR GETS BREAK 

This fact irritates our publishers 
of newspapers and magazines and 
drives the Editor and Publisher, 
the trade journal of our press, 
practically wild. 

A remarkable quality of the two 
documents on Louisiana from the 
Byoir firm is that they give large 
and favorable prominence to Gov¬ 
ernor Richard Leche, who was a 
minor protege of the Kingfish, be¬ 
ing no more than secretary to his 
dummy governor at the time of 
the assassination, but he seems to 
be his principal heir now. He re¬ 
cently was mentioned for an ap¬ 
pointment to the federal district 
court, a suggestion which is not 
at all unthinkable, since the mem¬ 
orable "change of atmosphere’’ in 
Louisiana which decided the fed¬ 
eral department of justice to drop 
the income tax indictments again.st 
certain of Huey’s subordinates fol¬ 
lowing the second Louisiana pur¬ 
chase.

The other, 
headed “Louisiana booms with 
$47,000,000 in new factories,” is in 
the form of an article purporting 
to have been written by Richard 
W. Leche, the governor. In both 
releases Governor Leche is treated 
with greater dignity than his pop¬ 
ularly accorded him in Louisiana or 
Washington and is put forward so 
prominently that the casual, or 
even the studious, reader, is given 
to wonder whether the taxpayers’ 
money was appropriated to extol 
Governor Leche or the state. 
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SHOULD PAY HIS SHARE 

Inquiry into the common prac¬ 
tice of propaganda agencies re¬ 
veals, however, that twenty-eight 
states now spend their taxpayers’ 
money for ^ldverti3ement, and that 
the propaganda companies regard 
it as no more than a proper cour¬ 
tesy to treat with grave respect 
the governors from whom these 
contracts flow. In the present in¬ 
stance it would seem that Gover¬ 
nor Leche himself, by any honest 
apportionment of the benefit.s, 
should kick back to the taxpayers 
of Louisiana at least half of the 
amount spent with Mr. Byoir, for 
he shares top billing with the com¬ 
monwealth and with no disquieting 
reminiscenses of his part in the 
late dictatorship or to the political 
negotiations which caused the 
“change of atmosphere.” 

His excellency, however, has 
plainly abandoned the disruptive 
appeals of the Kingfish to the so¬ 
cial and economic yearnings of the 
Louisiana clay-eater whom Huey 
promised to make a king and is 
addressing himself, instead, to the 
very elements whom Huey de¬ 
nounced as exploiters of the under¬ 
privileged. He has even established 
a Louisiana embassy in Washing¬ 
ton and is using the clay-eater’s 
taxes to undo his master’s costly 
work and introduce an era of good 
feeling tward Richard Leche and. 
Incidentally, perhaps, Louisiana.
